gesture to solidify Allied support has eased l„ recent weeks 
with the improvement in the apparent unity and firmness of 
the Allied countries, whereas there 1. .till an urgency to 
demonstrate our determination to the USSR, the mere delivery 
of equipment to our Allies would serve no useful purpose'

4. Even if made available earlier by diversion from U.S. 
forces, effective employment of the KIKE and new type air- 
craft would be delayed because of construction or training 
of receiving units. r 



5. In view of the Impact upon U.S. forces, this course of 
action Is not advisable at this time. 

6. The United States can deliver Immediately to Germany, 
400 M-48 tanks under Mutual Security Sales, however, Germany 
has requested deliveries beginning April i960 at the rate of 
60 per month in accordance with the German Army build-up. 

7. The U.S. Navy can accelerate, by three months, delivery 
to France of 7 P2V7 aircraft and 8 P5M aircraft. New delivery 
dates would be July 1959 and October 1959 at an Increase In 
cost of approximately 25* to 30*. Terrier and Tartar missiles 
and launchers cannot be expedited due to production and ship 
construction schedules.

Subject: Expedited MAP Deliveries In Connection 
With the Berlin Situation (S) 

1. Reference Is made to a memorandum* by the Acting 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for International Security 
Affairs, dated 28 April 1959, subject: "Berlin Contingency 
Planning (U) w , In which the Joint Chiefs of Staff were requested 
to explore the feasibility of accelerating deliveries of 
materiel in approved Military Assistance Programs, with 
priority to NATO Allies, and Mutual Security Military Sales 
equipment to Vest Germany. 

2. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have reviewed this proposed 
action in light of the latest military - political develop- 
ments In the Berlin situation and do not believe accelerated 
deliveries of materiel at this time will serve any useful ~< 
purpose. USCDfCEUR has been queried on this matter and •**•£.'•'• 



agrees** with this position. 

3. Should subsequent developments Indicate reconsidera- 
tion of this course of action, any accelerated deliveries 
will be greatly limited by the ability of recipient countries 
to accept and usefully employ such items of equipment earlier 
than now planned. In addition, significant quantities of 
equipment could be made available for earlier delivery only 
by withdrawing them from active U.S. units or diverting 
them from active U.S. units or diverting Items from produc- 
tion now scheduled to meet U.S. requirements.
